NCC hears government’s 
domestic policy report 

AMMAN, June 19 (JNA). — Prime Minister Mudar Badran 
today read the government's statement on domestic policy at 
the National Consultative Council explaining that the broadline 
of the policy will give the chance to assess and evaluate to 
better judge two years of continuous work. , 

The government has strived to counter inflation by pro- 
viding enough stores of essential goods to protect people with 
fixed income. The government was able to curb inflation and 
the percentage dropped from 14.7 to an average of 7.3 during 
the first quarter of 1978, he said. 

Mr. Badran went on to say that JD 765 million were allo- 
cated to be spent for Increasing local production through the 
Five-Year Development Han. Projects have already started to 
achieve that goal included developing irrigation at a cost of 
JD 210 million, the potash project at JD 140 million, chemical 
fertilisers project at JD 130 million, electricity and the elec- 
trification of the rural areas at JD 120 million. Electricity 
output will have tripled by 1983 to supply 130 villages In the 
Gov emo rate of Irbld, 65 villages in the Gove mo rates of Am- 
man and Balqa, 30 in the south of Jordan, 30 in the Jordan 
Valley ; this, in addition, to the power generated at the Jordan 
Petroleum Refinery, Jordan Cement factory and the Phosphate

The government has also taken care of wages and for this

Egypt’s war hero 
denounces Sadat 


LISBON, Jue 19 (Agencies). — Egyptian Ambassador and for- 
mer armed forces chief Gen. Sa’deddine Shazli today denoun- 
ced President Anwar Sadat's government m Egypt as a dicta- 
torship. 

Gen. Shazli. now Ambassador In Portugal, said President 
Sadat was driving all his political opponents to prison and his 
autocratic regime was hiding behind a face of powerless de- 
mocratic institutions. 

The regime was no better than past dictatorships in Portu- 
gal and Spain, Gen. Shazli, 56, said in his scathing attack on 
President Sadat in a letter sent to international news agencies. 

Gen, Shazli, who as Chief-of-Staff in the 1973 Arab-Israeli 
war masterminded the Egyptian crossing of the Suez Canal, 
also accused President Sadat of weakening the armed forces, 
making Israel more intransigent and shaking Arab solidarity. 

Asked after be issued the statement if he intended to 
resign, the ambassador told Reuters by telephone*. "No, but 
I expect to be fired." 

The ambassador referred to the eventual "fall of the Sadat 
regime.” Meanwhile, he said, he was waiting to see how 
President Sadat would react to his criticism - - democratically 
or autocratically.

But Mr Dayan said Israel 
did not accept the American 
view that the self-rule plan 
proposed by Prime Minister 
Menachem Begin last Decem- 
ber should last only f° r an 
Interim five-year period. 

Under the Begin autonomy 
plan, Arabs would run their 
own domestic affairs but would 
remain under Israeli military 
control 

“We hope autonomy as it 
Is will be liked- by the people 
and the question of sovereignty 
will not be brought up,” Mr. 
Dayan said. 

"If they so desire they will 
bring It up. But we see it, and 
we base our attitude on the 
assumption, that autonomy is 
not a transitional way, not a 
temporary way, but is the 
solution for the Arabs and 
the Jews to live together in 
the West Bank and Gaza. 

"That is our concept. We do 
not see it in any other way. 
We do not bring up the ques- 
tion of Israeli sovereignty and 
we object to any other sove- 
reignty. We are against a 
Palestinian state, other people 
think there should be a Pales- 
tinian state but w e don’t think 
so.” 

The United States had 
hoped that a positive reply to 
its two questions might bring 
Egypt back to the conference 
table. 

First of the questions was: 
will Israel agree to make a 
decision on the final State of 
the West Bank Gaza after five 
years of the self-rule plan. 
The second asked what means 
Israel would suggest for expre- 
ssing the views of the Pales- 
tinians who live in the areas 


Crisis ends 
in Belgium 


BRUSSELS, June 19 (R). — 
Belgian’s five-day government 
crisis ended today when the 
four parties in the ruling coa- 
lition negotiated a compromise 
on cuts in public spending and 
moves towards regional auto- 
nomy. 

King Baudouin formally re- 
jected Social Christian Prime 
Minister Leo Tindemans' offer 
to resign. 

Mr. Tindemans tendered his 
resignation last week following 
a row with the Socialist Party. 

After reaching agreement on 
a compromise package today, 
he told a press conference : 
‘The crisis was serious, after 
months of negotiations on our 
anti-crisis plan, there was no 
agreement.” 

The premier said the coalit- 
ion had now backed his plan 
for special government powers 
to cut public spending without 
parliamentary approval in or- 
der to reduce Belgium’s 65 bil- 
lion franc ($2 billion) budget 
deficit. 

In return, Mr. Tindemans 
said he had agreed to fix a 
timetable for moves towards 
limited autonomy for the coun- 
try’s minority regions, Flemish - 
speaking regions. 


West makes conditions to help Zaire 





KINSHASA, June 19 (R). — 
Five Western powers will urge 
President Mobutu Seso Seko 
to make peace with local tri- 
besmen in Zaire’s war-tom 
Shaba Province in return for 
badly-needed Western econom- 
ic aid, diplomatic sources said 
today. 

Envoys of the United States. 
France, West Germany, Belgi- 
um and Britain, in a series of 
separate meetings, will also 
press him to consider wide-ra- 
nging domestic reforms and to 
seek better.< relations with ne-

In negotiating the workings 
of self-rule, Mr. Dayan said 
Israel believed there should be 
only three parties - - Israel Jo- 
rdan and the West Bank-Gaza 
Palestinians. 


World reaction: Israeli reply doesn’t help peace 


WASHINGTON, June 19 (R). 
— Israel’s refusal to change its 
policy on the future of occu- 
pied Arab territory met hostili- 
ty at home and abroad today. 

The majority decision of Pri- 
me Minister Menachem Begin's 
cabinet, avoiding any commit- 
ment on the eventual political 
future of the West Rank and 
Gaza Strip was widely regar- 
ded as dimming prospects for 
an early resumption of Middle 
East peace talks. 

Officials in Washington and 
London expressed disappointm- 
ent with Israel's failure to give 
definite assurances sought by 
the U.S. government on the 
future of the two regions. 

In Cairo, Egyptian Foreign 
Minister Mohammad Ibrahim 
Kamel said his country regret- 
ted Israel’s “continued intran- 
sigence and determination not 
tn respond favourably” to pea- 
ce efforts promoted by Egypt 
and supported by the United 
States. 

Israeli newspapers also cri- 
ticised the Begin government’s 
vagualy-worded reply to the 
searching UJ5 questions, sa- 
ying the cabinet decision invi- 


ted an American-Imposed set- 
tlement in the Middle East. 

The Israeli response was at- 
tacked by the Arab press on 
the West Bank and rejected by 
two leading Arab mayors. 

"The Palestinian, will not 
agree to it,” said Mayor Hilxni 
Hanoun of Tulkarem. "By the 
end of the five-year period Is- 
rael can be expected to set up 
more settlements on the West 
Bank and outvote the Arab po- 
pulation.” 

Mayor B&ssam AI Shak’a of 
Nablus told reporters : “The 

decision is a continuation of 
Israel’s extreme expansionist 
policy.” 

In Cairo the semi-official AI 
Ahram dally today accused Is- 
rael of procrastination, further 
intransigence and continuing to 
challenge the world community. 

In Beirut a radical Palestin- 
ian commando group said today 
the reply sent by Israel to U.S. 
affirmed its adherence to its 
ambitions and "expansionist” 
designs. 

Commenting on the Israeli 
decision, Mr. Bassam Abu Sha- 
rif, spokesman for the Popular 
Front for the Liberation of Pa- 


lestine (PFLP), said In a press 
statement released in Beirut: 

“Tbe Zionist reply sent to 
the U.S. yesterday on the future 
of the Bank and the Strip af- 
firmed that the Zionist entity 
Is not ready at all to give up 
its ambitions and expansionist 
designs." 

A similar statement issued 
by the Palestine Liberation Or- 
ganisation yesterday described 
Israel's reply as a theatrical 
act carried out in collusion with 
the U.S. 

Britain today expressed dis- 
appointment with the Israeli 
cabinet's reply. 

In London a Foreign Office 
spokesman said Britain was not 
a party to Israeli-U.S. exchan- 
ges but wanted positive Israel! 
proposals for the long-term fu- 
ture of the West Bank and Ga- 
za Strip. 

“The Israeli cabinet announ- 
cement as reported (by the 
press) does not appear to meet 
this need,” tbe spokesman ad- 
ded. 

The Israeli reply avoided gi- 
ving the finn decision that had 
been sought by the US. gover- 
nment, be said. 
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Answers from 
the nose 

Israeli Prime Minister Menachem Begin has come 
up with a disappointing answer to the questions put 
to him by the United States on the future of the 
occupied West Bank and Gaza. This may surprise the 
United States, but it does not surprise us, because 
we have long been accustomed to Israeli tactics of 
foot-dragging and diversion. The vagueness of the 
Israeli answer only emphasises that Israelis want to 
avoid a firm decision on when to leave the occupied 
territories. They know that when they pull out, the 
Palestinian people will then have a chance to undergo 
a process of self-determination as to their national 
aspirations. This is something the Israelis want to 
prevent from happening at all costs, because when it 
does it will negate every argument and premise of 
Zionist thinking and action of the past three-quarters 
of a century. The territorial definition of the Palestin- 
ian national sentiment will make the Israelis look like 
fools and liars, which is pretty much what they are 
when they say the Palestinian people do not exist. 

The difficulty for Mr. Begin is how to stay in the 
West Bank and Gaza while making it look like he is 
pulling out. In other words, it is the classic dilemma 
of an occupying foreign power. Mr. Begin tries to 
camouflage this under the cloak of his messianic 
territorial claims, but nobody -- not even thei 
Americans who pay his bills and keep his country 
afloat -- has yet accepted his claims to Israeli 
sovereignty in the occupied areas. 

For Mr. Begin to say now that Israel "will negotiate 
“the nature of future relations” with Palestinians in 
the occupied territories is not to contribute very 
much to the peace-making efforts. Mr. Begin has been 
asked to give a commitment to leave the occupied 
territories, and he has more or less refused to do so. 
We are once again In the unpleasant position of 
watching the Israelis thumb their noses at the 
Americans. For those who waited so anxiously for 
the Israeli reply to the famous American questions, a 
nose-thumbing ceremony in mid-June can hardly be 
viewed as very conducive to peace in the Holy Land. 


ARAB PRESS COMMENTARY 


Jordanian newspapers’ editorials today expressed dissatisfac- 
tion with the Israeli government’s answer to the American ques- 
tions regarding the future of the occupied West Bank and Gaza 
Strip. 

AL RAT says that at last, after much travail, the “Israeli 
mountain brought forth a new interpretation of Menachem Begin's 
peace plan which is no more than a new ploy clearly aimed at 
confronting the United States and the Arabs with a fait accompli : 
that Israel shall not withdraw from these two territories either 
before or after the five-year period." 

The statement that the interim self-rule period would start 
only after peace agreements between Israel and its neighbours 
were signed raises more than one question mark. The reference 
to negotiations in which ail parties concerned would take part in 
addition to elected representatives of the West Bank and Gaza 
Strip in accordance with the self-rule administrative plan reveals 
the Israeli government's insistence on its extreme stand, the 
newspaper says. 

The United States, A1 Ra'i adds, now faces two alternatives, 
either to exercise open pressure on Begin’s government to change 
its position or “to wash its hands of the blood of its Arab friends.” 

The Arabs have two alternatives before them, either to yield 
to the Israeli decision or to overcome their differences, close their 
ranks and build up their indigenous strength so as to compel Israel 
to pull out of the occupied Arab territories altogether. 

AL DUSTOUR says that if it is true that the objectives of 
Washington's question to the Israeli government were either to 
exercise pressure on Begin’s cabinet or to work towards over- 
throwing it or to force it to take a clear attitude towards the 
future of the West Bank and Gaza Strip and the Palestinians as 
well, then all these aims failed yesterday through the victory 
scored by Mr. Begin in preserving his cabinet from collapse, and 
through the nature of the Israeli cabinet's replies to the American 
questions. 

So, after four month of waiting - - Israeli procrastination, Be-

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Prince Hassan urges central bankers 
to adopt practical steps to set up 
Arab common financial market

AMMAN, June 19. — His High- 
ness Crown Prince Hassan to- 
day told central bankers from 
16 Arab countries meeting here 
that Arab money should serve 
the Arab people and urged 
them to adopt practical and 
concrete recommendations for 
settling up an Arab common 
financial market. 

Addressing the Conference 
of Governors of Arab Central 
Banks at the Chamber of In- 
dustry building, Prince Hassan 
said he was confident that the 
combined experience of the 
Arab financial and economic 
policy planners gathered in 
Amman for the first conferen- 
ce of its kind would be a po- 
tent force to overcome the ob- 
stacles facing the creation of 
such a common financial mar- 
ket. 

The three-day conference will 
tackle this issue as well as a 
common Arab bank, liberalising 
controls over the movement of 
Arab money between Arab co- 
untries and the identification 
of investment opportunities in 
the Arab countries. 

The common financial mar- 
ket should encourage the best 
use of Arab economic resour- 


ces which have yet to be fully 
harnessed and must be put 
to better use than they are 
now," the Prince added- The 
Arabs were still speaking of 
economic cooperation but were 
a long way off from con eerie 
economic integration, the Prin- 
ce hinted. 

If the Arab World is to ach- 
ieve a real measure of finan- 
cial complementarity -- which 
bilateral inter-Arab agreements 
are constantly calling for - - 
and if Arab money is no lon- 
ger to be buffetted by foreign 
political and economic winds, 
and is to acquire a measure of 
independence, then “we have 
to speak the language of this 
world and this age," Prince 
Hassan said. 

"A developed and organised 
common financial market is the 
alphabet of this language,” he 
added. 

The Crown Prince spoke at 
iength about inter-Arab finan- 
cial arrangements and facilities 
which could supplement the 
adaptation of technology and 
production techniques, ultimat- 
ely leading to the stage where 
Arab development projects are 
financed by Arab sources, thus 
ensuring economic and political 
independence. 

The Prince went on to say 
that such a common financial 


market could not be establish- 
ed without strengthening and 
developing local financial mar- 
kets. Jordan has tried over the 
last few years to develop its 
financial institutions so that 
that they could complement 
their fellow institutions in the 
greater Arab framework, he 
said. 

The Governor of the Central 
Bank of Jordan, Dr. Said Na- 
bulsi. also spoke at the meet- 
ing, stressing the need for a 
common strategy for Arab eco- 
nomic action. 

The conference is being at- 
tended by delegations from 
Jordan, Syria, Egypt, Algeria, 
Lebanon, Iraq. Somalia, Qatar, 
Morocco, Tunisia. Sudan. Ku- 
wait, Bahrain, the United Arab 


Emirates, the Yemen Arab Re- 
public and the People's Demo- 
cratic Republic of Yemen. 

Participants also Include Co- 
uncil of Arab Economic Unity, 
the Arab Monetary Fund, the 
Union of Arab Banks and the 
Arab League General Secretar- 
iat. 

Dr, Nabulsi was elected cha- 
irman of the conference, head 
of the Iraqi delegation Dr. Iz- 
zedine Salim first rapporteur 
and head of the Moroccan de- 
legation Dr. Mohammad A1 Ta- 
zi second rapporteur of the co- 
nference. 

The conference agenda was 
also approved.

Cement crisis to end within next 
2 months 

AMMAN, June 19 (JNA). — Director General of the 
Jordan Cement Factory Shaukat A1 Sboul said the com- 
pany, with the approval of the Minister of Industry and 
Commerce, will start . distributing^3 t 900 tons of cement 
daily to consumers as of Monday! Mr. A3 Sboul said in 
a press conference Sunday that by importing fluid ce- 
ment the cement crisis will be over within two months.

Badran, ministers inspect public projects 

AMMAN, June 19 (JNA). — Prime Minister Mudar 
Badran and a number of cabinet ministers Sunday made 
a tour of several government projects under construc- 
tion. The tour sharted with a visit to the grain silos 
being built at Juwaidah, south of Amman where they 
inspected work under progress. The project, which is 
expected to be completed in the summer of 1979, invol- 
ves the construction of five groups of silos. Each group 
has six silos that can store 50,000 tons of wheat. The 
project includes facilities for unloading, sieving and dis- 
tributing wheat to the silos. Other installations are plan- 
ned, including a huge cold storage room for storing 
1,500 tons of frozen meat. The cabinet group then visited 
the site of Queen Alia International Airport and the 
automatic bakery in Amman. The bakery produce some 
80,000 loaves of bread per day and operates 18 hours a 
day. The prime minister was accompanied on this tour 
by Ministers of Transport Ali Suhaimat, PubHc Works 
Said Bino, and Supply Marwan A1 Qasem as well as a 
number of officials.

The general expenditure in 
1978 amounted to JD 371.8 mi- 
llion against JD 332.6 million 
in 1977, an increase of JD 39.2 
million. Current expenditures 
for 1978 totalled JD 1713 mil- 
lion against JD 178.9 million in 
1977. 

The general revenues in 1978 
were estimated at JD 356.8 mi- 
llion distributed as follows : 
JD 158.8 local revenues, JD 188 
million in Arab and foreign aid 
and JD 10 million in local and 
foreign loans. The deficit am- 
ounted to JD 15 million which 
could be covered through local 
loans. 

The government has also ba- 
cked the national industries fay 
ensuring the best climate, not 
through boycotting foreign go- 
ods to protect local industries 
such that this step would en- 
sure competitiveness and the 
protection of the consumer. 
This led to an increase of the 
national exports which amoun- 
ted to 30 per cent. 

The premier went on to ex- 
plain other steps taken by the 
government aimed at bolster- 
ing the economy. He mentioned 
two new laws, namely the Za- 
kat - - the Islamic tax - - and 
the Islamic Bank. The profits 
of both institutions, he explai- 
ned, win be spent on Islamic 
projects. 

Following that a number of 
ministers briefed the members 
of the National Consultative 
Council on the projects, activi- 
ties and achievements carried 
out by their ministries. Among 
them were Minister of Commu- 
nications and Acting Minister 
of Health Abdul Ra’ouf A1 Ra- 
wabdeh and Minister of Public 
Works Sa’id Blno who explai- 
ned the situation of communi- 
cations, health and road con- 
struction projects aimed at im- 
proving present conditions in 
these areas.

Enlightened attitude to women emerges in the movie world

HOLLYWOOD, (IPS) — A 
young frazzle-haired woman, 
her face set in a frown, chain- 
smokes as she types, strugg- 
ling for fulfillment as a wri- 
ter, yet constantly distracted 
by the plight of a childhood 
friend. 

A vibrant young teacher of 
deaf children zigzags from re- 
habilitative dreams to nightm- 
ares of self-destruction in her 
schizophrenic* ultimately tra- 
gic lifestyle. 

Two women In their 40’s, 
once ballerinas together, then 
separated by respective care- 
er choices In life, are joinud 
again by circumstances lim- 
ned by decisions they made 
at that critical turning point. 

Where's the fragile little fo- 
il. the sensual, manipulative 
object the career woman who 
succumbs to the advances and 
wiles of the Cary Grants of 
the world --in short where 
are the women In films of ye- 
ars gone by? 

Simply stated, they’ve been 
superseded. 

Reconsidering women 

The female, as depicted ab- 
ove In the scenarios of 1977 
and 1978, can be as feminine, 
loving and physically appeal- 
ing as her counterparts in 60 
years of film-making. Yet. at 
the same time, she is strong, 
egalitarian in her outlook on 
society, and -- above all 

capable of controlling her own 
destiny. When uniquely fem- 
inine problems confront her, 
she can handle them -- alone. 

This enlightened attitude 
emerges clearly in a number 
of new films, including: 

-- Julia, starring Jane Fon- 
da as the young playwright 
Lillian Heilman, and Vanessa 
Redgrave in the title role as 
her friend, who Is fighting 
fascism in the Europe of the 
1930’s. 

-- Looking For Mister Go- 
odbar, Diane Keaton's searing 
depiction of a teacher who bar 
hops each evening to till her 
sexual needs. 

-- The Turning Point, a 
movie set in the dance world, 
with Shirley MacLaine as a 
former ballerina whose daug- 
hter has followed in her foot- 
steps, and Anne Bancroft as 
the aging dancer who chose 
stardom over marriage and is 
now the young girl's mentor. 

- • An Unmarried Woman, 
which, true to its title, stars 
Jill Clayburgh as a wife who 


finds herself unattached when 
her husband leaves after 15 
years of marriage. 

- - The Goodbye Girl, Neil 
Simon’s serio-comic evocation 
of the challenges facing a yo- 
ung former actress, a single 
parent determined to resist 
chancing another potentially 
unhappy marriage. 

Coming as they have in an 
unexpected cluster in the last 
months of 1977, these films 
have emphasised the studio’s 
reconsideration of women and 
overshadowed much of the 
year’s additional Hollywood 
products. 

Today's image of the mod- 
em female is a new one for 
Hollywood 

By contrast, film-makers out- 
side the United States -- spe- 
cifically In Sweden, Italy and 
France - - have been attuned 
to the contemporary woman's 
perspective for years. Ingmar 
Bergman, Claude Lei ouch, Je- 
an-Luc Godard Iain Resnais 
and female directors Lina We- 
rtmuller, Mai Zetterling and 
Agnes Varda have produced 
a steady stream of movies 
with that view. 

Womeni take leading teles 

The first hint of changing 
times in the United States ca- 
me in the closing week of 
1974 in the form of Alice Do- 
esn’t Live Here Anymore, a 
mood piece focusing on a bri- 
ttle, newly widowed young 
mother who has to pick up 
the pieces of her life, fend off 
male vultures and choose a 
destiny for herself and for her 
impressionable son. 

Ellen Burstyn was on scre- 
en virtually for the entire mo- 
vie in the title role, dominat- 
ing the film with a credible 
rendition of an equally belie- 
vable script. In April. 1975 
she won the “best actress” 
Oscar for it. 

By contrast, the next yea- 
r’s winner In that category 
reflected the retreaded trend 
that had held for years. Lou- 
ise Fletcher's portrayal of a 
venal nurse in a male-popu- 
lated mental hospital in One 
Flew Over the Cuckoo’s Nest 
vable script In April.

Burstyn ’s characterisation 
galvanised her colleagues, ma- 
ny of whom for years had ac- 
cepted less than fulfilling pa- 
rs for money alone, as well 
as others who had rejected 
demeaning or unattractive ro- 
les categorically. 

‘T stopped making ■films,’* 
says Dyan Cannon. *T wanted 
to change my image. It seems 
that if you have a nice body 
you’re cost one way, never 
as a full-bodied woman in ev- 
ery sense of the word. I be- 
came very impatient with the 
type of material I was being 
dealt.” 

As an alternative, she pro- 
bed the art of producing and 
directing, and filmed a short 
subject under American Film 
Institute sponsorship that was 
nominated for an Oscar.

pearances. Other more visible 
actresses of foe decade 
Dunaway.

- - were deemed generally un- 
bankable. 

That imbalance may have 
shifted as a result of the re- 
cent spate of films focused on 
women. MacLaine is pleased 
by her new film (“Arme and I 
could become the Bedford and 
Newman of the I0*s ... that’s 
a kind of progress”), and by 
Julia. Yet she still sees Holly- 
wood lagging behind life, out 
of syncopation, and wonders 
“when we arc going to see 
men and women together In 
a mature (way.” 

The void MacLaine senses 
may be filled by The Goodbye 
Girl, chronicling the balanced 
relationship between a feisty 
young actor and the divorced 
ex-chorine who shies away 
from making another marital 
error. Or it may be rectified 
by Coming Home, Jane Fon- 
da’s forthcoming portrait of 
the tensions between the wife 
of a wounded Vietnam vete- 
ran and her paraplegic husb- 
and, or Slow Dancing In the 
Big City, a study of the tense 
affair of a ballerina and a Jou- 
rnalist. 

Even younger, largely unkn- 
own actresses -- who In past 
eras would have been called 
starlets -- sense change. “A 
year ago, the scripts I saw 
had women as the usual card- 
board figures,” says Candy 
Clark. “This year, they seem 
to have more to say: they’re 
rounding out a bit more, th- 
ey're stronger, more sensible, 
doing more exciting things 
than waiting for the guy to 
come by.” 

“All of a sudden, things are 
changing,” says Susan Blake- 


ly, who is one of a maker 
of young performer* on foe 
threshold of stardom.

World Football Cup 

As Holland nears Cup final, 
W. Germany faces dethroning 

BUENOS AIRES, June 19 (R). — Revitalised Holland today stood on the threshold of their se- 
cond successive World Cup final while champions West Germany faced the near-certainty of being 
toppled from their throne. At the same time. South American giants Brazil and Argentina were 
still locked in battle for the honour of being the second finalist to appear at the River Plate Stadi- 
um here on June 25- 


Italy, who meet Holland on 
Wednesday, could still displace 
the Dutchmen, but on the fo- 
rm they showed yesterday in 
struggling to a 1-0 victory ag- 
ainst Austria they have lost 
the glitter which once marked 
them out as potential champi- 
ons. 

Holland need only a draw ag- 
ainst the Italians to qualify un- 
less West Germany can beat 
Austria by a five-goal margin. 

Brazil top Group B from Arg- 
entina cm marginally superior 
goal difference, but Argentina's 
last second round match against 
Peru looks less testing than the 
Brazilians* clash with Poland. 

Holland, runners-up to West 
Germany in the 1974 finals, se- 
emed to be sliding into anony- 
mity when they barely quali- 
fied for the second round after 
losing 2-3 to Scotland - - their 
first defeat in two years. 

But their new-look team, 
including more than a sprink- 
ling of young relatively untri- 
ed players, promptly swamped 
Austria and yesterday snatched 
a late equaliser to drew 2-2 wi- 
th West Germany. . 

The match at Cordoba, billed 
as a re-run of the 1974 final 
when West Germany won 2-1. 
ended in confusion after Urug- 
uayan referee Ramon Barreto 
sent off Dick Nanninga, appar- 
ently for arguing. 

The Dutch team announced 
last night that they would ap- 
peal against the expulsion, wh- 
ich would normally result in 
an automatic one-match ban 
on Mr. Nanninga, who had be- 


en on the field for only ten 
minutes as a substitute when 
he was sent off in the 88th 
minute; 

Rudi Abremczfk, returning 
cm the right wing in a more 
attack-minded 4-3-3 German 
line-up put West Germany ahe- 
ad after only two minutes. 

Holland equalised with a lo- 
ng-range drive from Arie Haan 
in foe 26th minute, the first go- 
al Sepp Meier has conceded in 
the tournament 

But the echoes of foe 1974 
final grew louder when Dieter 
Mueller, replacing foe injured 
Klaus Fischer, headed West 
Germany Into a 2-1 lead in the 
69th minute; 

Just when West Germany th- 
ought they were beading for 
the same scoreline as in 1974 
Rene Van De Kerkhof popped 
up with the 83rd minute equa- 
liser which has almost certainly 


ended West Germany’s hopes 
of retaining foe title. 

But the main drama of the 
day was reserved for foe me- 
eting between Argentina and 
Brazil in the northern town of 
Rosario. 

Four players were booked, 
three of them Brazilians, as 
heavy tackling chopped down 
players with monotonous regu- 
larity. Hungarian referee Kar- 
oly Palotai wisely gave the pl- 
ayers time to settle d ow n, but 
When the kicking and harking 
continued he booked Mr. Chi- 
cao, Mr. Edinho and Mr. Zlco 
of Brazil as well as Argentine 
Ricardo Villa. 

Argentina’s brilliant forwar- 
ds, Mario Kempes and fit-again 
Leo po ldo Luque, were effective- 
ly shackled by the no-nonsense 
Brazilian defenders. 

The only clear scoring chan- 
ce of the match fell to Oscar

West dutifully led the ten 
of diamonds, and declarer 
could count twelve tricks if 
the clubs were running. So 
he won the ace of diamonds 
and cashed the ace-queen of 

clubs, and West's spade dis- 
card was a grievous blow. 
Now declarer needed a con- 
siderable slice of luck. 

He ran the ten of spades, 
and breathed a sigh of re- 
lief when that held the trick 
— had it lost he would have 
been down five. The spade 
finesse was repeated and the 
three top hearts and two re- 
maining spades were cashed 
in that order. 

Dummy was now down to 
two clubs and the nine of 
diamonds. Since the lead 
was in dummy. East had to 
hold two dubs and was 
forced down to a singleton 
diamond honor. Manhardt 
presented East with his 
diamond trick, and East had 
to lead away from his ten of 
clubs into dummy's king- 
nine tenace, so the slam 
rolled in. 

Note that if West had led 
a low diamond originally, 
the slam could have been 
defeated. West must hold on 
to the ten of diamonds, and 
East can unblock his dia- 
mond honors.

2 Kurdish 


factions in Iraq 

ISTANBUL, Turkey, June 19 (AP). — Intense fighting has erupted bet- 
ween followers of Kurdish nationalist leader Mulla Barzani and a rival fac- 
tion in northern Iraq and has spread to Turkish territory, a Turkish newspa- 
per reported yesterday. 


In a dispatch from Hakkari, 
the remotest province in mo- 
untainous eastern Tuikey, the 
independent daily Hurriyet sa- 
id "all-out armed fighting 3 ' had 
flared among the so-called Pe- 
sh-Merga Kurdish independen- 
ce fighters. 

An armed rebellion in no- 
rthern Iraq was put down by 
central Iraqi troops in the ea- 
rly 1970’s, but a settlement al- 
lowed more freedom for the 
Kurds, who had demanded au- 
tonomy. 

After failure of his bid for 
total secession from Iraq, the 
Kurdish leaaer fled to Iran and 
now is in the United States. 

In a recent interview with 
the Associated Press in the 
United States, Mr. Barzani sa- 
id that he obtained moral and 
material support from the U.S. 
Central Intelligence Agency 
during the revolt. 

Thousands of ethnic Kurds 
had sought refuge in Turkish 


border towns as the showdo- 
wn between Pesh-Merga and 
the Iraqi forces drew to a clo- 
se in late 1975. 

Hurriyet, Turkey's la- 
rgest circulated daily, 
said in its front-page 
story that the new righting 
among the Pesh-Merga was 
“not 3 mere faction feuding." 

“The bloody war, in fact, 
has some behind-the-scenes fo- 
rces. Pro-Barzani troops are 
supported by the Iranian regi- 
me and the United States wh- 
ile the other faction is dire- 
cted by the Soviet Union and 
Syria, ’’ the paper said. 

The article alleged that in- 
telligence services of these co- 
untries were directly involved 
in “fostering discord" among 
the irregular Kurdish troops. 
Hurriyet last week also laun- 
ched a campaign that hinted 
that Iranian manipulation of 
disenchanted leftwing Kurdish 
organisation in Turkey's eas- 
tern regions, where central go- 
vernment authority has been 
ineffective recently. The area 


is also reportedly split betwe- 
en Sunni and Shiite Moslem 
sects. 

It said the dissident faction 
in the Pesh-Merga is led by 
Celal Tlabani, a Paris Law 
School graduate and an advo- 
cate of an independent Kurdi- 
sh state. 

Tlabani joined Barzani's fo- 
rces during the armed rebell- 
ion in northern Iraq and rose 
to eminence as strategist and 
commander but broke away fr- 
om the movement in 1971. 

He was reported by Hurriy- 
et to have established “very 
close contacts" with Kurdish 
populations In southeastern 
Turkey. There are over five 
million ethnic Kurds in the 
eastern regions of Turkey. 

The Hurriyet story did not 
mention any casualty figures 
but other press reports put 
the number of dead at scores. 

Turkish militia troops in 
the area were unable to inter- 
vene because of fears of fur- 
ther complicating the multi- 
sided hostilities. 
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Vietnam gives China 
to evacuate Chinese 


BANGKOK, Thailand, June 
19 (AP). — Vietnam said to- 
day it will give China three 
months to repatriate ethnic 
Chinese living in Vietnam 
and has opened up a third 
port to speed the process, 
which it says will begin to- 
morrow. 

Hanoi's Voice of Vietnam 
Radio broadcast the contents 
of a diplomatic note deliver- 
ed to Peking discussing rules 
for the repatriation of ethnic 
Chinese families, some of 
whom have resided in Viet- 
nam for generations. 

The note said the “evacua- 
tion process" would last ab- 


out three months, with Chin- 
ese vessels allowed to land 
at the central coast port of 
Qui Nhcn as well as Haip- 
hong and Ho Chi Minh City, 
formerly Saigon. 

The message specified the 
Chinese Embassy in Hanoi 
as the designated agent for 
coordinating the arrival and 
departure of Chinese evacua- 
tion ships. No reply had been 
received from Peking on rul- 
es outlined in the diplomatic 
note, the broadcast said. 

Nor was it dear what role 
the Chinese Embassy in Han- 
oi could play in the absence 
of Ambassador Chen Chi-

Vietnam said it would pro- 
vide the Chinese a list of 
Chinese approved to leave 
prior to the arrival of each 
vessel, and each departing 
Chinese would be in posses- 
sion of a valid exit permit. 

It also asked the Chinese 
to provide a list of their of- 
ficials assigned to the evacu- 
ation ports of Haiphong and 
Ho Chi Minh City. 

Vietnam also asked China 
how many ships would make 
the trip, and how many pas- 
sengers each could cany. 


WASHINGTON, June 19 (R). 
— Rhodesian nationalist lead- 
er Joshua Nkomo said yester- 
day he thought his forces could 
win their guerrilla war against 
the Salisbury government in six 
to ten months. 

"We have reached the hump 
of battle," Mr. Nkomo said in 
an interview on CBS televisi- 
on. “It should be finished in 
six to ten months.’* 

Mr. Nkomo, President of the 
Zimbabwe African Peoples Un- 
ion (ZAPU), sa id his forces we- 
re receiving aid from several 


countries including the Soviet 
Union, East Germany and Cuba 
but denied there were any Cu- 
ban troops involved 

"There are no Cubans with 
us. They are not there," he 
said. “If I had them, why sho- 
uld ] say no?" 

Asked about weapons, he re- 
plied: "Arms? Of course we do 
gee arms from the Soviets. We 
get arms from those who give 
them to us." 

Mr. Nkomo said his farces 
and other black guerrillas wo- 
uld not return to Zimbabwe 


(Rhodesia) to take part in el- 
ections under the settlement re- 
ached by black nationalist gro- 
ups with Prime Minister Ian 
Smith. 

He said the internal agree- 
ment left the white minority go- 
vernment in control of the ar- 
my, air force and civil service, 

“The agreement entrenches 
minority rule, entrenches ra- 
cism," Mr. Nkomo said. 

He said any whites who wan- 
ted to remain in Rhodesia af- 
ter his government comes into 
power would be safe.
